Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner called Applicant on 5/18/06 regarding the amendment 
to claim 15 and the specification after final (made to overcome a 35 U.S.C. §101 rejection). In a previous interview, the 
Examiner suggested separating, in the specification, references to signals, waves, etc. and physical storage mediums 
to allow the claim to be directed towards only physical storage mediums and not signals or waves. 

Applicant amended the specification (p. 10, line 5, see paper of 5/10/2006) to recite computer readable storage and 
transmission mediums - but claim 15 recites a computer readable storage medium (as opposed to computer readable 
storage). 

The Examiner suggested removing "medium" from the claims in an Examiner's amendment to conform with the 
specification. Applicant responded on 5/19/06 that it would be preferable to amend the specification to add the word 
"medium" after "computer readable storage", but if that was not acceptable, the claims could be amended per the 
Examiner's suggestion. 

However, as confirmed by a Quality Assurance Specialist, by returning the word "medium" to the specification (which 
originally included waves, signals, etc.), the original definition of "computer readable storage medium" would be 
changed, thus constituting new matter. Therefore, the Examiner informed Applicant on 5/19/06 that the original 
suggestion of removing "medium" from the claim would be more preferable and if Applicant had any further 
suggestions or questions, the Examiner would give until 5/22/06 before sending an Examiner's amendment with such 
changes. 

Cindy Kaplan returned the Examiner's call on 5/19 and stated that removing "medium" from line 18 of claim 15 would 
be acceptable. 
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
